boats coming in with bodies and de- 
bris from the airplane. 

“Part of the problem with cover- 
ing a story like this is that there is no 
true scene,” Terrazzano said. The 
center of activity was the Coast Guard 
Station but the actual crash site was 
11 miles off the coast of Long Island.

Palmer, satisfied with the 
Kiwanis’ amendment, commented, 
"I'm just happy to see that 
everyone's on the same page now." 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
approved of the compromise and 
agreed to commence construction 
of the Kiwanis playground on the 
Silver Lake site as soon as the club 
wishes. 

Life-long Wilmington resident 
Gerry O'Reilly concluded, "It's a 
tremendous proposition. The 
beauty of the lake is gone. I'd like 
to sce the little kids...have the 
memories I have (of the lake)." 

Another topic discussed at the 
meeting regarded the existing fine 
used to enforce handicap parking 
violations. 

The current fine, adopted in 
1982, is a mere $10 for parking in 
handicap designated spaces without 
proper license plates or a placard. 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
recommended that Wilmington 
become consistent with Burlington 
and Billerica , both of which 
impose $100 fines for violations. 

George O'Connell, of 
Wilmington's Commission on 
Disabilities, felt as though the 
outdated fine does not act as an 
effective deterrent. 

"Ultimately, we'd like to see no 
tickets issued. I just don't think a 
$10 ticket is enough to stop them 


from doing it," O'Connell 
speculated.

MWRA thanks Miceli 


WILMINGTON - The following 
is a letter to Rep. James Miceli 
from the Mass. Water Resources 
Authority: 

Dear Rep. Miceli: 

On behalf of the Mass. Water 
Resources Authority (MWRA), I 
want to thank you fore your 
leadership and continued support 
for MWRA and its ratepayers. The 
House of Representatives’ FY 98 
state budget included, for the 
second consecutive year, rate relief 
for both water and sewer 
ratepayers. The House appro- 
priated $50.7 million to the 
Commonwealth Sewer Rate Relief 
Fund to provide statewide sewer 
debt service assistance. Of this 
amount, MWRA is expected to be 
eligible to receive close to $39.93 
million for sewer dept in FY 98. 
In addition, an amendment 


sponsored by the MWRA 
legislative caucus was accepted 
extending debt service to include 
the MetroWest Water Supply 
Tunnel. Adoption of this 
amendment and concurrence by the 
Senate, would provide $1.9 million 
in FY 98 to help support this 
major project for a backup water 
transmission capability for the 
existing Hultman Aqueduct. 

Please find enclosed the estimated 
impact the $39.93 million in rate 
relief will have on the FY 98 
sewer charges and the $1.9 million 
will have on water charges upon 
enactment. 

We look forward to continuing to 
work with you on rate relief 
efforts for MWRA ratepayers.

How widespread is OWI? 


"While not all of those who drive 
after drinking have a BAC of 0.10 or 
(more, the presumptive or illegal per 
.Se limit for OWI in most states, many 
\rivers do have BACs in excess of .10. 

A frequently quoted, and often 
‘misrepresented, statistic places the 
‘average incidence of OWI at one 
driverin 10. Averaged across all hours 
of the day and all days of the week, 
two percent of the drivers on the road 
are OWI. That one in 50 figure is 
‘offered as evidence that a relatively 
small segment of America’s drivers - 
ithe so-called “problem” group ac- 
count for the majority of trafficdeaths. 
There's nothing wrong with that fig- 
‘ure as a statistical average, but police 
‘officers know that at certain times 
‘and places many more than two per- 
cent of drivers are under the influ- 
ence of alcohol. National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administration re- 
search suggests that during the late 
night, weekend hours, as many as 10 
‘percent of drivers on the roads may 
‘be OWI. On certain holiday week- 
ends, and at other especially critical 
times, the figure may go even higher. 

How many? How often? 

The issue of how many DWIs are 
on the road at any given time is an 
important factor in measuring the 
magnitude of the problem. However, 
from an overall traffic safety per- 
spective, the more important issue 
may be the number of drivers who 
ever commit OWI. Just how wide- 


spread is this violation? In enforce- 
ment terms, how many people do we 
heed to deter? 

Clearly, it is more than one in 5O 
Although it may be true that, on the 
average, two percent of drivers are 
OWlat any given time, it certainly is 
not the same two percent every time. 
Itis even more than one in 10, Surely 
not everyone who commits OWL is 
put on the road, under the influence 
every Friday and Saturday night. 
Some of them, at least, must skip an 
occasional weekend. Thus, the 10 
percent who show up, weekend after 
weekend, in the Friday and Saturday 
statistics must come from a larger

Iributes” to the statistics on some 
nights, but not necessarily all nights. 
‘The 10 percent are the tip of a larger 
possibly much larger iceberg.

DO YOU NEED MORTGAGE PROTECTION? 
If you have a mortgage on your home, you have probably received several offers from 
insurance companies for coverage to pay off your mortgage if you die 
is a good idea in most cases, however mortgage insurance 1s usua ally a poor value. 

If you read the large print, it looks like the policy will protect your family if you die before 


in language like this: It is unlawful 
for any, person to operate or be in 
actual physical control of any vehicle 
within this state while under the in- 
fluence of alcohol and/or any drug. 

Arrest 

In order to arrest someone for a 
basic OWI violation, a law enforce- 
ment officer musthave probable cause 
to believe that all elements of the 
offense are present. Thatis, the office 
must have probable cause to believe 
that: 

* the person in question 

* was operating or in actual physi- 
cal control of 

* a vehicle (truck, van, automo- 
bile, motorcycle, even bicycle, ac- 
cording to specific provisions in vari- 
us states) 

* while under the influence of 
alcohol, another drug, or both. 

Note: in some states it is unlawful 
to operate a vehicle while under the 
influence anywhere in the state: on or 
off roadways, on private property, 
and so on. In other states, the law 
applies only on publicly accessible 
roadways. 

Implied consent law 
Description 


The question of how much im 
pairment in the ability to operate a 
vehicle will equate with driving while 
under the influence is notcompletely 
clear. Some course have held that the 
slightest degree of impairment to the 
ability to drive means the driver is 
“under the influence.” Other courts 
have held that there must be evidence 
of substantial impairment to the abil- 
ity to drive before OWI conviction is 


warranted, Therefore proving that a 
driver was “under the influence” has. 
been (and continues to be) difficult 
Any person who operates a motor 
vehicle upon the public highways of 
this state shall be deemed to have 
given consent to a chemical test for 
the purpose of determining the alco- 
holand/or drug content of blood when 
arrested for any acts alleged to have 


‘been committee while the person was 


operating or in actual physical con- 
trol ofa vehicle while under the influ: 
ence of alcohol and/or any drug 

The Implied Consent Law usually 
provides the driver with the statufory, 
opittton to'refuse trestest. However, 
this option of refusal is not an unlim 
ited right. The law also provides that 
the individual's driver's license may 
be suspended or revoked if the re 
fusal is foffhd to be unreasonable 
Including a provision for license sus 
pension or revocation is a means of 


encouraging those arrested for OWL 
to submit to the test so that valuable 
chemical evidence may be obtained

“Nystagmus” means an involun 


tary jerking of the eyes. Horizontal 
gaze nystagmus (HGN) refers to an 
involuntary jerking that occurs as the 
eyes gaze toward the side. In addition 


to being involuntary, the jerking is 
also unconscious. The person experi 


encing the nystagums ordinarily is 
unaware that the jerking is happen 
ing, and is powerless to stop or 
control it 

Under the influence of alcohol or 


certain other drugs, the involuntary 
jerking of the eyes becomes much 
more distinct, and readily noticeable 
And, asa person's blood alcohol con- 
centration increases, the eyes will 
begin to jerk sooner as they move to 
the side. 

Horizontal gaze nystagmus is a 
very reliable ficld sobriety test. Espe- 
cially when used in combination with 
the divided attention tests, twill help

How many and how often? 


As a person's blood alcohol con- 
centration increases, the more likely 
it is that these clues will appear. 

The maximum number of clues 
that may appear in one eye is three. 
The maximum total number for any 
suspect is six. Research shows that if 


four or more clues are evident, it is

eyes do not track together, or if the 
pupils are noticeable unequal in size, 
the chance of medical disorders or 
injure is causing the nystagmus is 
present. 

When the HGN test is adminis- 
tered, each eye is checked separately, 
always beginning with the subject's 
left eye. Each eye is examined for 
three specific clues 

* As the eye moves from side to 
side, does it move smoothly or does it 
jerk noticeably? (As people become 
under the influence of alcohol, their 
eyes exhibit a lack of smooth pursuit 
as they move from side to side.) 

* When the eye moves as farto the 
side a possible and is kept at that 
position for several seconds, does it 
jerk distinctly? (Distinct nystagmus 
al maximum deviation of the eye is 
another clue of alcohol influence.) 

* As the eye moves toward the 
side, does it start to jerk before it has 
moved through a 45 degree angle? 
(On-set of nystagmus prior to 45 de- 
grees is another clue of alcohol influ- 
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ence)

Passaro cautions home owners not to 
attempt to do all the maintenance chores 
themselves, especially items like elec- 
trical or roof top work. “Today, with our 
busy lifestyles, it is important to be re- 
alistic about whether one has the time, 
not to mention the ability and the tools, 
to perform all the necessary tasks. 

“I recommend that individuals first 
decide what they think they can accom- 
plish themselves and then hire profes- 
sional contractors to do the rest.

How often should a comprehensive 
maintenance inspection be performed?

Hard Water Is Hard On The 
Wallet 


Hard water can be very tough on 
appliances, plumbing fixtures and, 
consequently, your pocketbook. 

Its presence is easy to detect 

, Hard water forms a white, tough-to- 
remove layer of hardness minerals 
and soap scum that you see on bath- 
tubs, sinks, shower walls and fau- 

cets. What you don’t see is the lay- 

‘ers of scale building in your pipes 
and water-using appliances.

Newer water softeners are de- 
mand-controlled, meaning they re- 
generate only when the softener’s 
hardness-removing capability is 
low. These models use less water 
and salt than manual time-clock 
softeners, which regenerate at a pre- 
set time whether the system needs 
it or not. Super-efficient, computer- 
driven softeners conserve the most 
water and salt. They track and pre- 
dict household water usage, then 
regenerate for the exact amount of 
soft water needed each day. People 
with traditional time-clock soften- 
ers may want to consider upgrading 
to a demand-controlled model

Born in Romania, Kaufman 
immigrated to the United States in 
1951 at the age of 27. He quickly 
established himself as a significant 
artist in the Boston area and then 
nationally with his numismatic 
work done in his long term 
relationship with the Medallic Art 
Company. The high point of his 
career was his commission to 
design the inaugural medal of 
President Ford, one of the highest 
accolades in the numismatic world 
in the United States. Kaufman 
subsequently received three other 
inaugural medal commission, 
distinguishing himself as the only 
artist to have received .a total of 
four commissions. His medal 
commemorating President 
Reagan's second inauguration is 
lauded by numismatic experts as a 
coup for Kaufman, not only 
because of his-superlative artistic 
skills, but also because of 
Kaufman's innovative 
interpretation of the subject 
matter, 

The design and execution of 
medals have been a major part of 
his artistic opus culminating in his 
receiving the J. Sanford Saltus 
Award for Signal Achievement 
from the American Numismatic 
Association in 1992. 

Kaufman has also distinguished 
himself in the area of monumental 
works as demonstrated in his 
numerous public works on display 
in his home town of Tewksbury 
and in Lowell. His much acclaimed 
sculpture “Homage to Women" 
located on Market Street in Lowell 
was the first sculpture placed in the 
Mill City's Sculpture Trail. 
Kaufman has also placed the 
"Christos G. Rouses Memorial" 
located in the center of Lowell's 
Civil Plaza, dedicated to the 


memory of Lowell Police Officers 
who gave their lives in the line of 
duty and "Italia" commissioned by 
the Italian-American community of 
Lowell, to honor the men and 
women of Italian descent who 
helped build the city of Lowell and 
the United States. 


Kaufman has placed four major 
sculptures in Tewksbury: "Water" 
a sculpture depicting the 
relationship between Helen Keller 
and her teacher Anne Sullivan, the 
“Wamesit Indian;" "Touching 
Souls" placed on the grounds of the 
Tewksbury United Methodist 
Church on Main Street and “The 
Muster," also located on Main 
Street. The exhibit will include 
models of all the public sculpture 
produced by Mr. Kaufman. 


The retrospective will also focus 
on Kaufman's experimental plastics 
work. These works are 
abstractions crated with ribbons of 
hot polyethylene strips emitted 
from a plastic extruder under high 
pressure at 400 degrees F, The 
series was done in conjunction with 
the Plastics Department at Umass, 
Lowell. These works are a 
surprising departure from 
Kaufman's traditional work and 
therefore add novel dimension to 
his sculpture. 


Kaufman is a fellow of the 
National Sculpture Society, and the 
American Numismatic Association. 
His works are in numerous public 
and private collection including the 
British Museum and_ the 
Smithsonian Museum. 

The sculpture will be on display 
in the Parker Gallery of the 
Whistler House from April 30 to 
May 31. A gala. The Whistler

Tewksbury Hospital adapts to the times

Tewksbury Hospital: a history in 
the making. When you're poor, sick, 
have no one to care for you, and you 
lived in the 1800's, where could you 
go to receive the attention you 
eeded? Tewksbury Hospital. 
‘Tewksbury State Hospital, called 
Tewksbury Almshouse in 1852, 
Was one of three state “almshouses,” 
or homes for people too poor to sup- 
port themselves. “When it opened as 
afvalms house, they expected to serve 
about 200 people, but in about 6 -7 
Weeks after it had opened, it had 
about 800. In those days there was no 
unemployment compensation or ac- 
cident compensation and there were 
alot of individuals who were dis- 
placed from their homes because of 
givil war, etc,” said Raymond 
Sanzone, F.A.C.H.E., Hospital Ad- 
ministrator. 

In 1866, the almshouse became 
the state’s first facility to accept pa- 
ents who were diagnosed as chroni- 
gaily insane. “It was called the “State 

ms House and Asylum for the 
lessly Insane,” said Sanzone. 
Atthat time concem for public health 
was also increasing. Lemuel 
Shattuck’s report “The Sanitary Sur- 
vey of 1850,” was the start of the 
movement toward assurance of im- 
iptoving public health. Implementa- 
tion of his report, although delayed 
for over 10 years, was instrumental in 
‘establishing a state public health au- 
thority, maternal and child health pro- 
.grams, classroom health education, 
housing and factory inspections, and 
improvements in the collection and 
analysis of vital statistics. 

By 1874, the effects of Shattuck’s 
report were being felt. The Tewks- 
bury Hospital facility had become 
diversified; 40% was used as a men- 
tal illness ward, 27% as a hospital 
ward, and 33% as an almshouse. The 
‘chronic population grew steadily, and 
programs for alcoholics and thera- 
peutic industrial and occupational 
therapy were added in the 1870's. 
“Massachusetts had the first State 
Department of Public Health in the 
country. One of the first school for 
Tiurses was set up here,” said Mr. 
Merle W. Mudd, President of the 
Public Health Museum. A “Home 
Training School for Nurses” was es- 
tablished in 1894, becoming a three- 
iyear program in 1898. It became a 
focal point for the Universities and 
Medical Schools as a place where 
you could see these chronic diseases. 
{t became, in effect, a teaching facil- 
ity. It was renamed the Tewksbury 
‘Hospital Infirmary in about 1909. 

* “By the turn of the century, Tewks- 

Hospital had changed from an 
alms house to one of the biggest hos- 
pitalsin the Commonwealth. Harvard 
Medical School came up here with a 
rotation of medical staff. Some early 
{hedals were received for treatment 
of Tuberculosis,” Sanzone said. He 
Said that in the 1940's Tewksbury 
had a huge maternity service, a 
¢hildren’s hospital which cared for 
the genetically impaired or severely 
disabled children, and had separate 
wards for the mentally ill and com-

municable diseased patients. With 
the public hospital's influx of Fed- 
eral funds, State Hospital's assumed 
the role of just taking care of the 
population as needed. “When Medi- 
care took over, the general popula- 
tion could go where they wanted and 
the State maternity facilities at Tewks- 
bury Hospital closed down,” Sanzone 
said. In the fifties and sixties they 
closed the asylum wings, and in the 
eighties they discharged most of the 
patients at Danvers and Westboro 
and other facilities to Tewksbury. 
Sanzone said that the Hospital has 
really come full circle. It’s history is 
in caring for the population that no 
one really had the facilities or re- 
sources for. It later became academic 
with surgical medicine, and now it 
continues to be a place where psychi- 
atric clients and medically disabled

Many seniors confuse the words 
Medicare and Medicaid. Medicare 
is a medical coverage program 
under the Federal Government. 
Every citizen who reaches the age 
of 65, and received a Social 
Security check,will qualify for 
Medicare. It is divided into two 
parts, A and B. A covers all 
hospital care and is free to all. B is

optional,when we sign up for 
Social Security at 65 we can select 
to take it or refuse it. Part B this 
year will-cost $43.80-a month. If 
you select part B, the $43.80 will 
be taken out of your monthly 
check.It covers 80 percent of all 
approved medical treatments, It is 
the cheapest medical insurance 
policy we can have. Do not refuse 
it. 

Medicaid is for low income 
persons living at the poverty level. 
Medicaid is under the State and 
pays for all medical treatments for 
those who qualify. Many seniors 
under Medicaid, do not realize that 
the Federal Government's 
Medicare Program reimburses the 
State 80 percent for all their 
Medicaid recipients. 

The reason that Medicare 
reimburses is that the State pays 
the $43.80 for all seniors under the 
program every month. The seniors 
under Medicaid receive. their full 
Social Security check. They also 
receive a Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI) check. This money 
comes out of the Government 
General Fund. It is not taken out of 
the Social Security Trust Fund as 
many think. Seniors under SSI 
should be aware of the many rules 
to be abided if receiving SSI. 
Every recipient does not receive 
the same amount of money. It 
depends on the amount you receive 
from Social Security. If you live 
alone you receive the full amount

you qualify for, but if you go to 
live with a family member your. 
benefit can be reduced, if you 
receive food and housing and do 
not pay for it, or pay only a part 
of the cost of your food and 
housing 

The same if another moves in 
with you, your benefit can be 
reduced or eliminated if they pay 
you for food and housing. What if 
they decide to move out? It will 
take some time for you to return to 
your full benefits. A new 
evaluation will have to be started. 

Many Medicare statements aré 
being brought to me that say 
"Medicare will not cover this 
service, because we feel it was not 
necessary.” If your doctor ordered 
the treatment or test, it was 
necessary. Send a copy of the 
statement back to Medicare. Let it 
be known that you are paying 
$43.80 to cover 80 percent of your 
medical care. That includes all 
medical care, treatment and test the 
doctor ordered, Also send a copy 
to your Federal Senators and 
Congressman. They should know 
that Medicare is making the 
decision of how much of your 
medical care prescribed by your 
doctor they will pay 80 percent of. 

If this procedure being 
perpetrated against the elderly by 
the Medicare administrators does 
not stop now more and more of the 
elderly medical cost will be cut 
until the 80 percent coverage the

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Two seniors serve up more

WILMINGTON--One of them, 
Tom Perreault, is a speedburner 
on the court who will go through 
the fence just to help his team win. 
For an example, two years ago, 
Perreault beat a Billerica player in 
a match without any toenails (a 
brick fell on his toes causing his 
toenails to fall off). 

The second one, Keith McLa- 
ren, is more of a finesse player 
with a power serve that spins. 
McLaren also has and will do 
anything to help his teammates 
win. 

Both of these Wilmington High 
School seniors are very good 
tennis players as they have shown 
their abilities for the past four 
years for Mike Tammaro’s pro- 
gram. They have a lot in com- 
mon: both of them are lefties; 
both of them said they have better 
forehands than backhands; and 
both of them bring a lot more to 
the court than just their tennis 
racquets. 

“Tommy and Keith are two kids 
who are perfect examples of what 
the Wilmington tennis program is 
all about,” said Tammaro. “They 
are kids who like to play tennis, 
who work very hard at it and they 
are great, great kids. I knew they 
were going to play for me when 
they were in seventh and eighth 
grade when we would talk about 
it. I also knew that they would 
give everything they have for 
these four years and they have, 
they have worked very hard. 
They are both pretty darn good 
tennis players.” 

a» After Monday and Tuesday's 
back-to-back home losses to Mas- 
conomet and Hamilton-Wenham, 
the tennis team needs to win its 
last two matches against North 
Andover and Hamilton-Wenham 
to get into the state tournament 
for the second straight season. 
Perreault said he would love to 
get a chance to be a part of that 
again. 

“Qualifying for the states was a 
lot of fun, except we lost 5-0 to 
Concord-Carlisle. We still have a 
good shot at getting in this sea- 
son,” Perreault said before Mon- 
day's win. 

Perreault has the honors of 


being the team’s number one 
singles player.

Last season, Perreault 
moved up to second singles, while, 
McLaren was third and both of 
them continued their success gett- 
ing a lot of points for the team.

against other number one singles 
players at 4-8, but his overall 
record of 25-19 is not too shabby. 

“I don’t think it’s a lot of 
pressure [being the team's number 
one singles player]. I like it. I 
like playing, I like having fun and 
I like meeting people from other 
towns,” Perreault said. 

As for McLaren who has also 
been a very good shot-putter for 
the winter track team, his junior 
season on the courts was very 
impressive as he went 12-3. Thus 
far this season he is 5-5 (his Tues- 
day match was suspended because 
of rain) and his overall record 
thus far is 29-14 and that says a 
lot for the strong armed server. 

“It’s not harder to serve [being 
a lefty)," McLaren said. “It's 
harder for them to return it.” 

McLaren said of his game he 
takes most pride in his serve, but 
not his backhand shot. 

“I usually try to serve with 
power and sometimes I try to get 
a spin on the ball,” McLaren said, 
while also describing what he tries 
to do for position after he serves. 
“It’s like a baseball pitcher. After 
he releases the ball he is square. I 
stay square wailing for the 
return.” 

Why so much trouble with the 
backhander? 

“Tt depends on the day ...some- 
times my backhander can be my 
best buddy, but other times it can 
be my worst enemy,” McLaren 
added. 

As for Perreault, he said he got 
the thought of playing from his 
older brother Shawn who gra- 
duated in 1992. Tom said for his 
serve he just tries to keep the ball 
in play, but in high school tennis 
the two players are its own 
referees. 

“Yeah we make our own calls 


«sometimes it's tough because 
you try to be fair about it and 
other times your opponent isn't as 
fair.” 

Not only do both of these tennis 
players have a lot in common with 
their style of play and their 
attitudes and commitment to the 
team, but they also agree that the 
team should have a better record 
and that the season could be going 
better. Most importantly though, 
they both agree that they are 
having fun at something they love 
to do, which is all that counts.

find someone to talk toe Of course 
it would help if you did a little 
track homework first, which 
brings us to the next topic. 

You don't know very much about 
track. That's okay - nobody 
expects you to know everything 
about every sport - but if you don't 
put in the time, you'll never learn. 
At the beginning of each season, 
you could at least find out what the 
events are. That way, you wouldn't 
have to waste the coach's time 
asking about winter events in the 
spring and spring events in the 
winter. Remember, good questions 
are more likely to get good 
answers. 


Next point. You think you've 
probably seen "10-15 meets over 
the past three years or so" and you 
think you saw "at least 10” of those 
last year in Roxbury.

“The 200-acre landfill site is 
not developed enough at this 
time to put the space up for sale, 
a representative of a contracted 
development consulting firm 
said,” notes the Reading edition 
of the “Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Further preparation must be 
completed before the town can 
consider advertising requests 
for proposals (RFP) from 
prospective developers, Stephen 
Thomas of Vanesse Hangen &

Business Park Advisory 
Committee. 

“RFPs were scheduled to be 
sent out in May, after April’s 
Town Meeting, but the advice 
was to wait until Labor Day.”

“You only want to offer the 
site once (please see above). 
You want to come off the blocks 
in a big way. You don’t want the 
site to get stale’ Thomas said. 

“According to the Business 
Park’s timeline, it would be two 
years time from the requests for 
proposals .until a ‘shovel is in 
the ground.’ Two years is too 
long, Thomas said, therefore the 
RFPs should be sent out in

“The most time I’ve seen is 
12 months, Board of Assessors 
Chair David Nugent said. ‘Who 
knows where the economy and 
market will be in two years?’

the North American Radio 
Archives, a non-profit education- 
al corporation founded in 1972 to 
Serve as a source for the preser- 
vation and dissemination of 
information and material on the 
rich cultural history of old time 
radio, 

The convention in New 
Jersey offered up a host of radio 
stars of yesteryear who per- 
formed live (there was no taping 
of those earliest shows) in such 
radio favorites as The Lone 
Ranger, Superman, the Great 
Gildersleeve, Sgt. Preston of the 
Yukon, Captain Midnight, The 
Aldrich Family, Dragnet, Inner 
Sanctum, Sam Spade, Jack 
Armstrong and Mysterious 
Traveler, just to name a few. 

Among them was Reading’s 
own Fred Foy of Lone Ranger 
fame. 

Others included Jackson 
Beck (announcer for Superman 
and Mark Trail), Ralph Bell 
(The Mysterious Traveler, 
Superstition, and Dimension-X), 
Eugene Clark (an engineer for 
the Mutual Broadcasting 
System), Dick Dudley (announe- 
er for the Archie Andrews Show 
and many other NBC shows), 
Jean Gillespie (Alan Young, The 
Aldrich Family), Clive Rice (of 
the popular Bobby Benson west- 
ern series), Margot Stevenson 
(The Shadow) and a number of 
writers, casting directors and 
sound effects artists that were 
simply amazing (and at times 
hilarious) to study and enjoy 
during the live re-creation of 
several old-time radio shows 
during that weekend. 

Another guest attending the 
convention was veteran Boston 
radio and TV host and personal- 
ity Gene Rayburn, who spoke 
with warm affection of his years 
in radio and television, the lat- 
ter as host and announcer on 
TV’s The Match Game, and The 
Steve Allen Show. 

Foy, a resident of 46 


Evergreen Road in Reading, 
and a popular guest at the con- 
ventions, was the deep-voiced 
and powerful announcer for the 
Lone Ranger adventure series 
Network from 1933 to 1954 for a 
total of 3,377 episodes. 

“I also did the voice in the 
opening, middle break, closing 
and the credits for the television 
version in the mid 50’s all on 
tape before it was transferred to 
soundtrack out in California 
where the filming was done,” 

“Those shows (repeats) are 
still running in certain markets 
around the hg 

He even played the part of 
the Lone Ranger for one episode 
on radio on March 29, 1954. 

“As the understudy, I was told 
I was doing the Lone Ranger for 
that particular episode when 
Brace Beemer, then the voice of 
the Ranger, came down with a 
bad case of laryngitis,” 
explained Foy. 

Many local and area resi- 
dents will remember Foy when 
he entertained several hundred 
fans in person, and thousands 
more via local cable TV, from 
the Senior Center on Pleasant 
Street when the town of Reading 
was in the midst of celebrating 
its 350th anniversary in June of 
1994. 

At that time, Foy held his 
audience entranced with stories 
of his and other actor’s roles in 
radio, the commercials, sound 
effects techniques, and even 
those rare bloopers where mis- 
takes would be made, or some- 
one would forget a line or (heav- 
en forbid) fall asleep! 

“Those shows were broadcast 
live back then, and being the 
veterans of radio that we were, 
and we'd simply fill in for each 
other, or cover up whatever hap- 
pened,” added Foy. “And things 
did happen! We just hoped the 
radio audience didn’t notice!”

“A fiery horse with the 
speed of light, a cloud of 
dust and a hearty Hi Yo 
Silver! The Lone Ranger!” 

“With his faithful 
Indian companion Tonto,

Preserving Wood 

Currently, there are three 
types of chemicals commonly 
used for preserving wood: 
pentachlorophenol (called 
penta), creosote and 
chromated copper arsenate 
(CCA). All are applied com- 
mercially only and are not 
available to homeowners. 
Penta and creosote are used 
mainly. in . industrial applica- 
tions.’ Most of’ the: treated lum- 
ber -a. homéowner. can buy is 
treated with CCA (or a similar 
chemical), which can be identi- 
fied by the distinctively 
greenish color of the wood. 
CCA is dissolved in water and 
forced deep into the wood un- 
der pressure. It bonds with the 
fibers as the wood dries.

After that, it won't leach out 
and protects the wood in- 
definitely. 

The quality of treated wood 
varies, depending on the 
species of tree and on how 
deeply the preservative pene- 
trates: To be effective the pre- 
servative should penetrate at 
least 21/2 inches into the wood. 
If you cut through a 2-by-4, the 
greenish tint should show 
throughout, although it will be- 
come lighter toward the center. 
An AWPA (American Wood 
Preservers Association) stamp 
or tag on the lumber is a sign 
of quality control. A lifetime 
guarantee tag is another good 
quality indicator. 

Also, note that brushing on a 
preservative, or soaking or dip- 
ping a piece of wood in a pre- 
servative, is not as good as 
pressure treatment. With 
repeated wetting and drying, 
such surface-treated wood de- 
velops deep cracks, exposing 
untreated. areas where fungus 
can grow. 

Like any other wood, 
pressure-treated wood will 
warp, crack and swell from ex- 
posure to moisture. But once 
it’s dry, most treated wood can 
be stained, painted or treated 
with water repellent to protect 
it from the elements and keep 


any parts of your skin that 
come in contact with pressure- 
treated wood. 

Don’t use it indoors or 
where there might be frequent 
skin contact with it unless it’s 
sealed with at least two coats 
of polyurethane, epoxy or shel- 
lac, For more details, read the 
pote ord i erealion 

lets available wherever 
treated wood is sold. 

‘Also, wear a dust mask to 
avoid inhaling sawdust when 
cutting treated wood. Don’t 
burn the sawdust or scrap 
pieces; chemicals in the smoke 
can be inhaled. Dispose of the 
scraps in your ordinary trash 
collection or bury it.

's Hand Tool Safety Month

to over 76,000 hand tool related 
injuries each year requiring 
emergency hospital treatment. 

Among the safety rules to be 
emphasized during the national 
campaign are: 

Always wear safety goggles 
when using hand tools.

Plastic covered pliers handles 
are for comfort only, not for pro- 
tection from electrical current. 

Never use screwdrivers for 
any other purpose than tighten- 
ing or loosening fasteners. 

Claw hammers are for dri- 
ving and removing finishing and 
common nails, not masonry 
nails or striking other tools.
